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INFLATION ISN’T A CURE-ALL 
We American s seem to be an in cu rably hope­ 
fu l people. An d there are times when ou r ex ­ 
cessiv e optimism is apt to flip arou n d between 
ou r an kles an d trip u s u p. 
For some reason the n ation ’s d epartu re from 
the gold stan d ard has raised a n ew crop of hopes. 
To a certain ex ten t these hopes are ju stified . 
We are gettin g bold an d d ecisiv e action , at least; 
for better or for worse we are on the mov e, an d 
there is ev ery in d ication that the rise in price 
of commod ities an d basic secu rities will hav e a 
d eeply ben eficial effect on the life of the cou n try . 
Bu t we shall simply n u llify these gain s if we 
take it for gran ted that the con trolled in flation 
plan is goin g to solv e all of ou r trou bles. 
Sen ator Thomas, commen tin g on the proposed 
issu an ce of Un ited States n otes to retire gov ern ­ 
m en t bon d s, rem arked : 
“If this am en d m en t goes in to the farm bill it 
becomes the chief elemen t. The rest of the bill 
will be forgotten . In flation in itself will be farm 
relief an d ban k relief. In my ju d gm en t this 
am en d m en t solv es ev ery problem we hav e so far 
as a mon ey policy can solv e them .” 
This statem en t is probably tru e en ou gh — pro­ 
v id ed that its fin al word s are alway s remembered . 
The n ew scheme will solv e ou r problems “so far 
as a mon ey policy can solv e them ”; bu t it m u st 
n ot be forgotten tha t some of them can n ot be 
solv ed by a mon ey problem, an d . tha t the reform 
an d recov ery program prev iou sly ou tlin ed by the 
ad m in istration still n eed s to be pu shed ahead . 
The problem of d irect relief for u n employ men t 
is still with u s, for ex ample. The affairs of the 
railroad s n eed straighten in g ou t. The measu res 
d esign ed to rectify the glarin g fau lts in ou r 
ban kin g sy stem are ju st as mu ch n eed ed as ev er. 
The fed eral “blu e sky ” proposition is as v ital as 
ev er. The plan to float a hu ge bon d issu e for 
pu blic works still n eed s to be pu shed . 
A start has been mad e, an d there is plen ty of 
reason to believ e that it is goin g to d o u s a lot 
of good . So lon g as we d on ’t get so optimistic 
tha t we assu me there is n othin g more to be d on e 
we ou ght to make ou t splen d id ly .

It is n early two y ears sin ce Gerard Swope told 


an in d u strial au d ien ce of a far-reachin g plan 
he had d ev ised by which in d u stry m ight try to 
stabilize employ men t an d prod u ction an d remov e 
the fear of d estitu tion from the workers’ horizon . 
When he mad e tha t speech, Mr. Swope was in ­ 
trod u ced by Owen D. You n g; an d Mr. You n g 
warn ed his hearers tha t u n less bu sin ess fou n d a 
way to solv e the problems arisin g from ov er-pro­ 
d u ction an d u n employ men t, it cou ld ex pect to 
see the fed eral gov ern m en t tacklin g the job. 
Mr. You n g s w arn in g was wid ely praised an d 
Mr. Swope’s plan was ex ten siv ely commen ted on ; 
bu t n othin g v ery d efin ite in the way of resu lts 
was obtain ed by either m an . An d tod ay Mr. 
You n g’s prophecy is comin g tru e, while Mr.

The parallels between Mr. Swope’s plan an d 
the program n ow bein g d ev ised by Secretary of 
Labor Fran ces Perkin s are strilTmg.

in su ran ce. 
Miss Perkin s calls for v ery m u ch the same 
thin g, ex cept that her plan lay s more em phasis 
on hou rs of labor an d rates of pay an d — so far, 
at least — pay s little atten tion to the in su ran ce 
featu re. Bu t her plan in the m ain is sim ilar to 
Mr. Swope’s. 
The chief d ifferen ces between the two arise 
from the fact tha t Mr. Swope’s program was to 
be in itiated v olu n tarily by in d u stry , while Miss 
Perkin s’ is to be forced on in d u stry by the gov ­ 
ern m en t.
